The, heathen world, another branch in the ultimate object 
of our charities, presents wide fields, whitening to the har- 
yest.

At their first meeting for appropriations this year, therefore, 
it was found, that monies, then' received into the treasury, 
amounted to little more than enough to discharge this debt of 
the society to the treasurer; and that in the mean time, the 
Students dependant on their charity, had been incurring a 
debt which the soctety were wholly unable to meet. Your 
committee wished to appropriate for them, in order to relieve

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them from embarrassment, the sum of $800. At this time of 
embarrassment in - the funds, the committee were obliged to 
anticipate the charities of the public. They however limited 
themselves, in their appropriations, to,the sum of $310; and 
for the relief of the treasury, and contrary ,to the general 
wishes and intentions of the society, permitted some of their 
beneficiaries to interrupt their regular studies, by engaging in 
keeping school. 'The extraordinary call made on the public 
at this period, through the agents appointed for the purpose 
by the committee of supplies, was productive of a tempgyary 
relief from this embarrassment. 'They have to acknowledge, 
with gratitude, the promptoness with which this call was met 
by a generous public. The cause, however, is one requiring 
persevering exertions, and calls upon its friends, if rich, pa- 
tiently |to' shew themselves © rich in good works ;?? or ut 
otherwise, | © that their poverty abound always unto the rich- 
es of their liberality.” 

'The whole sum, appropriated during the year, it will be 
Seen, 18 $220 less than was appropriated last year. Notwith- 
Standing the extraordinary measures adopted for the relief of 
the funds, however, the committee find themselves at the close 
of the year, in circumstances of embarrassment. A consid- 
erable sum is needed, to meet existing debts of individuals re- 
lying on their patronage. 

The committee return their thanks to the Female Benevo- 
lent Sacieties, for their spirited exertions during the present 
year. The amount of their donations will be seen on the re- 
ports of the treasurer of this society, and that of the Female 
Education Society of New-Haven. 

The economy, prudence, talents, diligence and piety, of 
the students now under their patronage, the committee, 80 far 
as they deem it proper to speak on the subject before the pub- 
lic, have the pleasure of mentioning with unqualified appro- 
bation. 

The society has not been sufficiently long in aperation, to 
present those pleasing fruits which we fondly anticipate from - 
its labors. Time has not yet permitted us to point to benefi- 
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ciaries, stationed in the vineyard of the Lord, and, with the 
souls of converted men around them, presenting the incense 
of gratitude to God for his grace, and-to the society for their 
efforts. Meantime, the exercise of patience may be necessa- 
ry, to press through the embarrassments necessarily at_—— 
on the infant state of the institution. 

What then, from this survey of the object we yes "ander-,, 
taken to patronize, and the efforts we have, through a kind 
providence, been enabled hitherto to-make, shall be: ourde-. 
termination on entering a new year of exertion ? 

Shall we resolve wholly to forsake the enterprise ? Shall 
we utterly abandon the institution ? Forbid it, humanity; 
forbid it, consistency; forbid it, I bad almozt said, ambition. 
Others are engaged inthe work.  Sister societies have em- 
barked in this high object ; and 'if we will-not reap-the'victo- 
ries of this holy enterprise ourselves, the meed will be reserv- 
ed for others. The cause will not be permitted to languish ; 
for it is: the cause of hamanity and religion; the cause 'of 
Christ and of God. 

Shall we still pursue the object but in a cold and languid 


manner? Shall we hold up the institution, struggling, em- | 


' barrassed, half alive, half dead? Brethren, we appreciate 


duly your past exertions. Some have given to their ability ;- 


yea more. The assistance which the society bas enabled-us 
to extend to the indigent, deserves our grateful acknowledg- 
ments. But $shall the committee be left, when assembled to 
appropriate 'what is necessary for the subsistence of their 
beneficiaries, to be continually sending orders to an empty 
treasury ; continually hesitating, whether to cast off the dear 
youth from their patronage utterly, or anticipate for them'the 
charities of a benevolent public? Shall the institution be 
permitted thus lamentably to languish? Have. you all given, 
permit us to ask, to the extent of your ability? Have. you 
done all that you could, to procure the charities of others for 


this noble*object of patronage? The committee would dis- ' 


tinctly impress it on your minds, that more must be done than 


has been done, or the iunstitution perighes, We cannot think 
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that a society, excellent as this, will fail to have increasing 
opportunities of usefulness. More must be-attempted\and 
accomplished, than has yet been dong. | The committee are 
already looking to an increased number of applicants, of res- 
pectable talents, the honor of whose  instruction they would 
be glad to secure to the society. 

Shall we not then begin another year, with the resolution 
to foster, with increased patronage; an institution dear to God 
and man? Brethren, we ask not for a temporary impulse in 
our favor. We wish no sudden liberality that blazes forth at 
once and expires. On system, sacredly deyote as much of 
your annual income to this object, as your diligence and e- 
conomy, and the calls of sister societies, will permit you ts 
furnish. Let it be a yearly offering—holy to the Lord. 

Lose not the opportunity, now presented, of being vigorous 
Supporters of a society, whose fruits may be yielded, most 
plentifully, during your life time 5; whose fruits will assuredly 
be, ere long, most abundant; and be known by you in the 
eternal world, accordingly as you now contribute, or refuse 
your! agency to their production, to the 3 Joy or the grief of 
your. hearts,

Taz income of the Society during the past year, compared with its 
income during some former years, exhibits a deficiency alarming to the 
friends of religion and of learning, —The. cause of this deficiency can- 
not be fonnd in any change of public sentiment: respecting the object 
of our institution ; for the best evidence has been given that this ob- 
ject has lost none of its importance in the view of the great majority 
of enlightened Christians and patriots. It cannot be found in any dis- 
position of our fellow-citizens to distrust the principles on which our 
operations haye been conducted; for these principles have ever been 
open to the scrutiny of all, and for twelve years they have received the 
general approbation of such as have examined them. One principle 
on which we have proceeded, and from which some-other societies, 
either by their localty or their efforts at universal co-operation are 


precluded, is to secure for every beneficiary the best advantages of ed- 
- ncation instead of leaving it for him to, find the cheapest—a princi- 


ple which commends itself to those who feel it to be important to 
elevate the character as well as to increase the number of educated 
ministers. Another principle, (in respect to which some other insti- 
tutions have not chosen to follow our exarople,) is to secure for every 
beneficiary all the time for the prosecution of his studies, and all the 
freedom from pecuniary embarrasment which the bounty of the pub- 
lic will allow—a principle-which those who know how to s8ympathise 
with the aspirations and the sorrows of a young man struggling after 
usefulness, will not lightly call in question. * |
